Although a letter 
requesting hearing by the Rules Committee on the bill is in the mill, the 
hearing cannot take place earlier than the week of 7 June. Consideration on 25X1

Committee. Mr. Cook apologized that the report on the bill has not vet 

been received from the printers but may be available tomorrow, 
has been advised.
